SALISBURY'S UTTERENCES. 


Touches Upon the Eastern Question Before 


tbe Primrose League. 


London, May 7.—Tbe annual meeting 


of the Primrose League took place yester- 
day at Albert hall. There was a large 
attendance of members and the galleries 
wers crowded. Among those 
present 


were the Dukes of Marlborougb, Leeds 
and Norfolk, and many eminent persons 
and members of the House of Commons. 


The Marquis of Salisbury, who was en- 


thusiastically cheered, congratulated tbe 
league on tbe continuous progress It has 
been making In celebrating tbe reign of 
Queen Victoria. This, he said, was an 
epoch in English history which gave tbe 
league special reason to rejoice at tbe 
characteristics of her Majesty's 
great 


reign. 


The Premier dwelt at length upon the 


Greece-Turkish war and the concert of 
Europe, tbe main object of which was to 
prevent a European war, adding that tbe 
belief prevailed tbat all danger of such a 
war was finally dissipated, and tbat the 
peace of Europe, apart from tbe local con- 
flict, had been placed on a better basis and 
bad better hope In its futuie than ever be- 
fore. Her Majesty's government would 
do its best to'end the bloodshed. 


In bis concluding reference to the war 


tbe Marquis of Salisbury said:J 


"The opening of the Eastern question 


was greatly dreaded, but it has now oome 
like a nightmare. There has been great 
terror tbat any outbreak In tbe southeast 
of Europe might lead to a general blaze, 
jut It Is tc be hoped that tbe danger is 
past and that we may look calmly on tbe 
larger interests involved. 


"It ma; be thai Turkey has exhibited 


proofs of strength which none suspected, 
and perhaps a better future is open to tbo 
dominions of the'Sultan. Their govern 
m°ut may improve, or may be tbe empire 
will collapse, as many have feared. In 
either case we are justified 
In believing 


that all changes will be conducted nnder 
tbe sanction of peaceful deliberations. 


Referring to Sontb Africa, the Marquis 


of Salisbury declared tbat the London 
convention must be observed. 


Tbe Duke of Marlborough proposed a 


resolution congratulating tbe Queen upon 
tbe growtb of tbe empire during her long 
reign and upon tbe growtb of patriotic 
and fraternal feeling In the various por- 
tions of her Majesty's vast dominions. 
The resolution was adopted.

After conclud- 
ing his breakfast Pouch arose from the 
table and started to walk toward tbe 
door, but suddenly wheeled around and 
before the women realized whatfwas about 
to happen, shot Mrs. Harris in tbe breast, 
then fired at tbe hired girl. The farmer's 
Wild fell to the floor with a. fatj} wound. 
an<J expired, Sggn aft&rward. 
The hlr^ 


girl has a chance for recovery. 


About 6 o'clock Harris and his hired 


man arose and went to tbe yard to milk 
the cows. Mrs. Harris and tbe girl re- 
mained to prepare breakfast for tbe fam- 
ily. Pouch left tbe room quletlv and go- 
Ing to the yard where tbe men were milk- 
ing the cows bade them good morning. 
Harris and the hired man were sitting on 
stools near each other and before they 
were aware of any evil Pouch drew a re- 
volver and fired at the farmer, killing 
him almost Instantly. Tbe murderer then 
turned bis weapon on tbe hired man and 
shot his In the body, Inflicting probably a 
fatal wound. The man fell motionless 
on tha ground and Pouch evidently sup- 
posed him dead. 
The murderer left bis 


victims wbero they fell and walked leis- 
urely to the kitchen of tbe farm bouse 
and chatted pleasantly with Mrs. Harris 
and the hired girl a few minutes. He 
said Harris wouldn't be In for a few min- 
utes and would partake of breakfast at 
once. The women waited upon the mur- 
derer, who seemed to relish the meal. At 
its conclusion be aiided tbe women to the 
list of his victims. After finishing his 
bloody work the murderer mounted a bi- 
cycle and rode away. He started in a 
southwesterly direction over the Mnkwen- 
aga road and tbe supposition is tbat he 
Is beaded for Burlington. A posse o! 
farmers are in hot pursuit and the 
chances are that he will be capturedjbe- 
fore night The name of the hired man 
Is Nelson MoHolt, 25 years of age

EXACT JUSTICE TO ALL- 


A Grain Dealer on Fait and PreKnt Ex- 


perience with Warehouses. 


Eds. Republican: 
Having noticed 


articles in Chicago and Springfield papers 
among them being one the bending of 
which was "Grain Dealers Misguided 
Zeal," and If you "sill permit I wonld like 
to make a statement of our poslitoD on 
the warehouse bills now before the legis- 
lature and numbered house bill 583 and 
senate bill 313 which bills if passed would 
so amend our warehouse laws as to allow 
proprietors of warehouses of "Class A" to 
buy and sell grain while they are at tbe 
same time employed by tbe public to store 
grain for them. That we as country grate 
buyers are zealous to our effort to defeat 
these bills we admit, but we will not 
admit that our zeal Is misguided. We 
believe In equal and exact justice to all 
aid special advantages to none. We are 
guided by past and present experiences 
and we know no safer guide. We know 
;hat proprietors of elevators of Class A 
lave bought for tbe past five or fix years 
and are now buying grain on their pri- 
vate account and are at tbe'aame time In 
the employ of the public. We know the 
evils which arise while they arc In tbe 
dual capacity of private buyers and public 
custodians of grain commodities. We 
know that when tbe producers and grain 
dealers ship a high grade of No. 63 wheat 
to them to be stored and for which they 
receive under the warehouse lawa a high 
rate of storage they buy an equal quantity 
of low grade No, 54 or Ha. 66 wheat, put 
It In tbelr elevators, reclean it, run it in 
tbe same bin with the No. 63 wheat, mix 
It, and thereby enhanoe tbe value of tbelr 
wheat and lesson tbe value of the wheat 
seat by us to store. We further know 
that tbe combination of these nine ele- 
vator proprietors manipulate the market 
to suit their own sweet will. 


We believe in justice to all and this all 


Includes these nine multi-millionaire ele- 
vator proprietors as well as the farmer, 
country grain dealer and commission mer- 
chants located in our great grain centers. 
We wonder that they have enjoyed this 
double dealing business which is contrary 
to common law as long as they have, but 
there is always a limit to snob things, and 
Judge Tuley's just and able decision last 
December in which he decreed that they 
should not doal in grain while In tbe em- 
ploy of tbe public, is tbe beginning of tbe 
end of this great swindle. 


They now hope to override all court de- 


cisions by the enactment of these bills 
Into laws thereby setting aside all deci- 
sions and perpetuating this swindle for 
all time. Oh, no. Our^zeal is not mis- 
guided. It is guided by past and present 
experiences It Is guided by justice and 
right. It is guided by fair play In an 
open fleW, asking no special favors and 
demanding that none shall be granted by 
ibis or any othei legislature. 


We farmers and country grain dealers 


ajralt that we are, at times, easy vict'ms. 
We have in the past had the "gold brick" 
and "lightning rod racket" run on us, 
but these were more catching than this. 
The friends of these bills, which consist 
of nine elevator proprietors and their 
'hired help" in Chicago, Springfield and 
elsewhere, say that these nine proprietors 
can and will pay more for grain than 
others can or will pay. If that la true, 
wby is it so? They certainly wonld have 
special privileges given them by laws if 
they could pay special price?. 
What 


would be tbeso special privileges that 
would enable them to pay special prices? 
There is where we object most to these 
bills. They grant special snaps to these 
nine millionaire elevators that have com- 
bined to enact l»ws that they alone may 
run the grain business of this great agri- 
cultural country. What is this that en- 
ables them to give the assurance to tbe 
producers and country grain dealers that 
they cnn pav more than anyone else can 
for grain? The law under which they are 
acting as proprietors of warehouses of 
Class A justly fixes storage charges which 
areas follows: Jic per bushel for tbe 
first ten daya or fractional part thereof 
and ytc per bushel for each tea days or 
part thereof after tbe first ten days, 


^er these charges are high or low 


does not matter in this discussion, but 
you will notice that they have their bear- 
ng on the high prices promised by these 
proprietors In the event these bills are 
jassed. This %a you will notice fits in 
very nioely when they begin the weeding 
oat process and buying at high prices. 
This little %c per bushel Is ibelr stock in 
irade and we admit frankly that this 
wonld give them ample advantage as 
claimed by the friends of these bills to 
buy all grain. 
Then what will be tbe In- 


evitable result? As stated we may have 
been swindled by tbe gold brick man, but 
we can see how this would operate. 
A 


grand gigantic trust. The country grain 
dealer out of business. Tbe fair, square 
commission merchant's business gone 
glimmering. These nine elevator pro- 
prietois still paying more than anyone 
else, for no one else Is in the grain busi- 
ness to any extent very long when the law 
so shapes tbe grain business that nine 
millionaire plain elevator proprietors 
have %o per bushel edge on hie competi- 
tor. Oh, no. Our Mil ia net misguided. 
We cannot bo gulled by tils talk of better 
prices. If better they wonld bo tempor- 
ary for better comes only by comparison 
and if they would do what tbe friends of 
these bills say tbey wonld do and we 
frankly say they would, all other buyers 
wonld go In (he wall, then there would be 
no buyers but themaoives so then better 
prices would cease snd tbe grain producer 
would be entirely at the mercy of the ele- 


vator combine and the country grain 
dealer a being of tbe pact. 


If this elevator combine is allowed by 


law to buy grain they will continue to 
store grain in tbelr elevators in great 
aggregations and this will be a cloud con- 
tinuously hanging over the market They

will use this large quantlty'of grain as a 
club in their bands with which to beat the 
life out of the market and everyone who 
operates on the buying side of tbe market. 
It will be a menace to higher prices. It 
would be financial suicide to go against 
snob a combine with such heavy instru- 
ments of warfare in their hands. Thla is 
no new theory, but cold facts as they now 
exist and ifcountenanced by law would 
be tenfolo worse. 


This is not all. The country grain 


buyer In the past ha? seen good stiff prices 
being paid for corn for May delivery. He 
wires bis commission merchant to sell 
10,000 buabela for his'account. It is sold. 
fie loads It In ample time (o deliver on 
the sale. Now tbe only way be can make 
delivery of gram sold In this way is 
through these public elevators of Class A 
by warehouse receipts Issued to him by 
them. The market advances 
His grain 


arrives in Chicago promptly, but some 
how or other la not unloaded in the ele- 
vator in time to fill the sale. 
Why? Tbe 


elevator to which it was consigned is full. 
What is the result? Grain Is bought in to 


bis sale. Whose grain? The elevator 


proprietor's grain already In the elevator. 
Now what? The grain bought costs more 
;ban the grain sold. 


Where Is tbe grain that he shipped? 


On track at Chicago to be sold for his ac- 
count at whatever price he may be offered 
for It on track, which is less than it was 
miginally sold for. Tbig has occurred 
and will occur again if the same circum- 
stances and opportunities arise. We are 
against any snob legislation as contem- 
plated in these bills. 


These are the almost unanimous views 


as expressed by tbe producers, grain deal 
era and grain handlers of this the greatest 
agricultural country ot the world, when 
these bills have been carefully considered.

I. H. Light of Bloomingtcn is quoted 


by the Pantagraph as saying that the 
western ranch horses are not popular in 
the market, which calls for gentle draft 
horses and good roadsters. 


"The palmy days of hone dealing ore 


gone," said Mr. Light in a reflective 
mooa. "I used to ship fonr car loads at 
a time and had no trouble in getting 
them. Now I have to drive all over tbe 
county to get a oar load. People have 
got discouraged, and no wonder. 
Afc the 


same time the inevitable reaction must 
come. In fact, it has set in already. 
I 


find more 6-year-old horses than 5-year- 
olds, more 5s tban 4s, and so on down, 
until It comes to yearlings there are 
scarcely any. 
Not only 
have people 


stopped breeding, but they have sold their 
brood mares, and in a year or two we will 
have a sort of ft horse famine. And, you 
see, it will take several yeara to stock up 
again. 
At least five years ia required to 


put a colt on the market, and, in the mean- 
time, prices must gu higher, not because 
of an increased demand, but because of 
tbe falling off in the supply. In my opin- 
ion tbe future for the borae breeder Is full 
of hope. The man who now stocks up 
bis farm with young full-blood heavy 
mares—the particular breed does not make 
much 
difference—and 
systematically 


breeds them to tbe very best sires, and 
there are plenty left yet, will make a not 
of money. Tbe demand for heavy, steady- 
pulling, blocky draft horses must in tbe 
nature of things be large and permanent."

(Oldest Brother of tfee German Emperor.) 
from time to time are circulated re- 
garding- a possible regency show that 
where there is no much smoke there 
must be some fiat?, and that there is a 
possibility of toe world waking up any 
morning- to find that-Henry of Prus- 
sia, the sailor prince, is ruling in his 
brother's stead, says the New York 
Press. 


In character Prince Henry is almost 


exactly the opposite of bis brother, the 
emperor. He ia three years younger 
than the emperor, having been born in 
1862. He lias fair hair and bright blue 
«yes. He is frank anJ open in his dis- 
position, ami is entirely free from any 
affectation of superiority when brought 
in contact with ordinary people. In 
fact, lie sncceeeds in making everyone 
forget that he is a royal highness. As 
a boy he was full of fun anil frolic all 
the time, nncl even when his father, 
"Frederick the >~oble," was in his last 
illness he UHT! to arouse himself from 
his periods of deep depression to laugh 
at the antics of his sailor boy. 


Prince Henry was intended for the 


navy from his birth, and Tvas educated 
•\vith. a special view to that end. He is 
said to be an excellent officer. His place 
of residence is at Kiel, where the em- 
peror l;epps him rciobt of the time. He 
cannot even go to lieriin, which is only 
four hours away, u ithout getting per- 
mission from his> brother. Sometimes 
when Prince Henry and his wife have 
lieen in England visiting the queen the 
emperor has suddenly suntmoned him 
by telegraph to return immediately to 
Kiel without apparently having any rea- 
son for so doing except to show his au- 
thority. 


Prince Henry has twice circumnavi- 


gated the globe; once us a midshipman 
and another time as a lieutenant in the 
German navy. 


Twice Prince Henry has jumped over- 


board from the deck o£ a man of war to 
rescue a drowning- sailor. The princa 
was the favorite seta of his father and 
his nrcther, and when FredericUdied he 
left him nearly all of his personal prop- 
erty, and placed a larjje share of the 
remainder in trust for him with Em- 
press Frederick. When the conduct of 
Prince ^Villiam regarding- his father's 
illness was shocking all Europe Prince 
Henry won the admiration of the world 
by his devotion to the stricken em- 
peror. 


Prince Henry married his cousin, 


Princess Irene of Hesse, and his father, 
on the occasion of his marriag-e, put into 
the prince's hand a slip of paper upon 
which he had written—for he could not 
speak—"You, at least, have never given, 
me a moment's sorrow, and will make 
as good a husband as you have been a 
loving son."

cently been completed at St. George 
•ineyard, located at Jlaltermoro, near 
•'resno, Cal. It contains 87,000 gallons, 
or enough to give 9,0(;a,000 persons each 
vu ordinary wine g-lassful of its con- 
tents. It is built of the finest California 
redwood, and in all the vast amount of 
umber used in constructing it there is 
not a single flaw. 


The object of builiiing so large a cask 


is to keep on hand at the St. George vine- 
yard a uniform supply of wine, the con- 
tents of the cask being that wine of 
which the most is sold. Several years 
ago the necessity for something of this 
sort became apparent, To build a ca.sk 
ot the size referred to seemed an im- 
possibility at Erst., but after the matter 
was thoroughly discussed the members 
of the vineyard company made up their 
minds to try. So the redwood forests 
of Humboldt county were called upon 
to supply the necessary lumber. 


The selection of lumber for the cask 


was no ordinary task, for not more than 
one stick in a dozen of those presented 
for examination would do. It waa an 
absolute necessity that the material 
be flawless. It required just two years 
to complete this task. 
The 'umber 


ready, two entire trains of cars proved 
necessary to convey it to the nearest 
point to the vineyard. 


This lumber was amply sufficient in 


quantity to erect such a house as does 
not exist in California. The finest house 
on Nob hill in San Francisco cannot 
boast of the quality that makes this 
wine cask useful. The hoops that bind 
the cask together are of finely-tempered 
<rteel. In the aggregate they would fill

two large freight cars, and their total 
weight is 40,000 pounds. The casl; tov- 
srs to a height of M feet, and is 26 feel 
in diameter. If its contents could be 
placed in unbroken bulk in freight cars 
it would take 30 of the biggest to hokl 
them. 


As compared with other casks in 


which the vineyard company keeps its 
wine, the proportion is about tlic>.tame 
aathatof abunchof grapes to the parent 
vine. In fact, there is only one wine 
cask in the world which can be legiti- 
mately compared with this giant of 
California, and that is the great tun of 
Heidelberg. Germany, which for a. cen- 
tury and a half has Ixvn famous where- 
ever men drank wine and knew frcm 
whence it came. The California, cask 
was r.ot constructed with tbe intention 
of outdoing anyone, but simply forbiyi- 
ness reasons. The difference in nb.e of 
these two tuns can best be understood 
by considering the fact that the German 
cask holds 42,000 gallons and the CaK- 
fornia cask 97,000, showing the former 
to be less than haJf the size of the latter. 


Considering the contents of the casl; 


from the measurement of gallons, the 
idea of its immensity is not as fully 
impressed as when figuring on a basi-- 
of lesser quantities. For instnnc?, t,ln> 
cask holds 388,000 quarts, or 770,0(11) 
pints, or 3,004,060 gills. An ordinary 
glass of wine is about a third of a gill. 
perhaps a little less. This huge cask 
would hold a sufficient quantity to per- 
mit 9,012,000 persons to partake of a 
glass of whatever brand of juice of the 
grape filled it. Therefore, if every in- 
habitant of the greatest five cities of the 
United States should pass in procession 
this huge redwood receptacle, each 
might enjoy a libation from it. Figur- 
ing the value of the contents of the cask 
at the price it would be retailed :it in th? 
states where wine is not made, the total 
reached is $901,200, so near Sl.OOO.OnO 
that it can without great stretching be 
called a $1,000,000 cask. 


Aluminum to lie Cheap. 


The fact has been recognized among 


metal workers that the sole obstacle to 
the wide use of aluminium was its high 
cost as compared with other useful 
metals. Therefore it will be good news 
to leara, through United States Con- 
sul Germain at Zurich, that in a short 
time, probably within a year, the price 
ot this metal will fali to about 27 cents 
per pound, so that but three commer- 
cial metals will be cheaper than alumi- 
nium—namely, iron, lead and zinc. The 
consul bases his statement upon the 
figures he has collected showing- the 
production of aluminium and the pros- 
pective increase of the plants. Laist 
year the outputw«e 14,740ponndsdaily, 
of which 4,193 pounds daily were pro- 
duced in the United States. This year 
the plants will be rncreaeed to bring 
the daily product up to 42,460 pounds.

CHOKED BY A TOOTHPICK. 


Antopsy Reveals Cttnie of Judge 


ftndd'a Strange Death, 


The physicians of lowaandJTebraska 


have a mobt extraordinary surgical case 
to recount. It developed out of a post- 
mortem examination made at Council 
Bluffs, la., on the body of the late Judge 
John Eudd, who died after an illness 
that completely baffled the physicians 
of the two states. Budd until last win- 
ter was an exceptionally strong and 
hearty man, weighing nearly 200 
pounds. He ate a hearty dinner on 
Thanksgiving day, and that was the 
last meal he was ever able to enjoy. 
Ho was seized with a violent pain In the 
throat, and became unable to swallow 
except at rare intervals, and then only 
small quantities of liquid. He wasted 
away until he was little more than a 
skeleton at the time at his death. Dif- 
ferenrt physicians made different di- 
agnoses of his complaint until the gen- 
eral conviction was established that it 
was paralysis of the throat Life was 
sustained by injecting food into his 
stomach, but during the last eight dava 
his throat became so greatly swollen 
that even this method failed. 


The examination made at the post- 


mortem by 50 physicians revealed the 
fact that the man had choked to death. 
A. pine splinter over an inch in length 
was found imbedded in the throat. It 
was evidently a sliver from, a board, as 
one side of it was painted red, and wa« 
apparently cut from a plank in a fence 
or barn and used 
as a toothpick.

[.hysicians suspected the presence of 
the foreign body. Ithnd become lecph 
imbedded in the side of the thrdat. The 
flick wns photographed.

>»w Smoke Congnmer. 


It is thought by many that the time 


is not far distant when fog and the 
smoke in the atmosphere of large cities 
will be dissipated by electricity. Al- 
ready a patent has been taken out in 
Germany for an apparatus for smoke 
prevention by means of wire stretched 
inside a flue or chimney, and rendered 
incandescent by an electric current 
This simple method will consume the 
blackest smoke, but. at present it is 
much too expensive for practical use. 
Ordinarily each chimney would require 
its own continuous current dynamo, 
which would absorb something like 15- 
horse power, and perhaps more. In 
some cases one dynamo might be used 
for several chimneys situated near the 
electric plant. If the speed of the dyna- 
mo were accideaf.ally increased the 
wites would probably be fused. For 
;v chimney 120 feet hig-h ball-coiled 
wires 2(1 yards long would be reauired.

RUSH AFTER BEET SUGAR SEEDS 


Farmer* In All Parts of <hc Conntrj 


to Experiment on New Indnnlry. 
The agricultural department is being 


importuned fr«n all parts of the coun 
try for beet sugar seed. In view of the 
unsatisfactory prices received for staple 
crops during- the past few years and the 
prospective increase in the 
duty on 


sugar farmers in all sections of the 
union evidently intend to experiment 
with beet sugar culture. Heretofore 
beet sugar growing has been confinei 
almost exclusively to Nebraska, Kan- 
sas and California. The agricultural 
department has sent beet seeds this 
spring to about thirty states and ter- 
ritories. Thedemand eomesfrom Ohio 
Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, the Dakotas 
Texas, New Mexico, Iowa, Wisconsin 
Minnesota, Tennessee, Kentucky and 
Virginia. There have also been re- 
quests from Pennsylvania and New 
York. A Nebraska sugar 
refining 


company donated flv« tons of beet seed 
to the department and the departmen! 
purchased two tons additional. The 
supply is about exhausted, but the de- 
mand continues. If successful the in- 
dustry probably will be developed in 
many of the states, in, which experi- 
ments are made this, year, supplanting 
corn and wheat.

News from the Orient Not So Sanguin- 


ary—Greeks.Kept Bus; Fleeing

Athens, May 8.—The newspapers pub- 


lish a report that Volo will be declared a 
neutral port and the Turks therefore will 
not occupy It. Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Skouloudis In an Interview is 
quoted as saying that the powers have not 
yet communicated with the Greek mlnlt- 
try on the subject of Intervention, al- 
though be understood that the powers are 
discussing some form of Intervention 
The foreign minister also stated that he 
knew nothing concerning the report that 
Volo ia to be declared a neutral port, but 
added that If the Turks commit eioesses 
there Greece will take measure* demand- 
ed by the situation. The Turks accord- 
ing to the latest reports hare not yet 
reached Volo, which baa been completely 
evacuated by the Greek troop*. 


Turks Keep the Greeks Moving. 


Veleitlno, May 8.—The Greeks have 


evacuated Volo. Detachments of marines 
hare been landed from a foreign warship 
of that port to guard the town. 
Foreign 


consuls have arrived to confer with Ed- 
hem Pasha. As this dispatch U being 
sent the Turkish troops are entering Volo. 
The Greeks fled to Alymros and will re- 
jolo the main body of the Greek forces at 
Domokns.
